MISS WILLARD DEAD 


President of the W. C. T. U. 
Dies Early This Morning. 


LONG IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


For Years @ Recognized Leader 
in Temperance Work. 


GRIEF OF CHICAGO FRIENDS. 


New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Miss 
Frances E. Willard died at the Hotel Em- 
pire at 1:80 o’clock this morning. With her 


when the end came were her faithful sec- 
retary, Miss Anna Gordon, Mrs. L. M. N. 


Stevens of Maine, Vice President of the 


National W. C. T. U., and a number of co- 


workers with Miss Willard in the work she 
did so much to build up. Dr. Hills, one of 
the physicians who had charge of Miss Wil- 
lard’s case, was also present. 

Miss Willard’s ailment was said by her 
physicians to the grip. Her weakened 
physical conditions made this more serious 
and yesterday gastric complications set in 
which aggravated the case and she grew rap- 
idly worse until she passed away. 

Miss Willard was stricken three weeks 
ago. She had come to the Hotel Empire 
in this city to get away from all public 


| speaking and worry and recuperate her fan- 


ing strength. While she refrained from 
accepting any public engagements she still 
kept up for awhile her correspondence, 
writing many letters every day. At first 
she was able on fine days to take drives and 
was seen almost daily in the park. 


About three weeks ago, however, she was 


stricken with the grip. She made light of 
her ailment, however, and her friends were 
then not at all apprehensive. But she did 
not improve as she should, and Dr. Hills 
was summoned. He called into consultation 
Dr. Draper, but in spite of their joint efforts 
they were unable to arrest the progress of 
the disease. 

Her condition became alarming a week 
ago, and since then her friends have been 


‘daily praying and hoping for a change for 


the better. Miss Willard would rally fora 
time, but made no decided advance toward 
health. On Wednesday night she passed 
an exceedingly restless night, and the waich- 
ers at her bedside were greatly alarmed. 
Still, in the reports given out it was said 
that her friends did not believe there was 
any immediate danger. 

Early last night. however, it became evi- 
dent that the leader of the white-ribboners 
had little longer to live, and her friends sor- 


rowingly clustered around her bedside to 


take a last farewell. Miss Willard lingered 
on the verge of the great beyond until 1:30 
this morning, when the spark of life took its 


flight. 


BIOGRAPHY OF MISS WILLARD. 
Glimpses of the Busy, Useful Life of 


the Great Leader of the 
W. Cc. T. U. 
Frances. was born at 
Churchville, N. F., on 1830; the” 


daughter of Josiah F. and Mary Thompson 
Hill Willard. She was duated from 
Northwestern University, Evanston, in the 
class of 89, and later took the degree of 
A. M. from Syracuse University. In 1862 
she took the chair of natural science at the 
Northwest Female College, Evanston. In 
1800 C she was preceptress of the Genesee 
Wesleyan Seminary. — 

The next two years she spent abroad, 
studying French, German, Italian, and the 
history of the fine arts, visiting nearly every 
European capital, and traveling extensively 
in Greece, Egypt, and Palestine. Return- 
ing to America in 1871, she was made dean 
of the Woman's College of Northwestern 
University and professor of esthetics in the 
university. In the Woman's College she 
developed her system of self-government, 
which has been adopted by other educators. 


Identified with the W. C. T. v. 


In 1874 Miss Willard left her chosen pro- 
fession of teaching to identify hserself with 
the growing Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance union. She was elected Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the national organization 
and served in that responsible position with 
signal success until 1879, when she was elect- 
ed National President. As Secretary she 
organized the home protection movement 
and sent an appeal from nearly 200,000 peo- 
ple to the General Assembly of Illinois ask- 
ing for the temperance ballot for women. 

In addition to her labors for the W. C. T. 
U. she found time in 1877 to be actively as- 
sociated with D. L. Moody in revival work 
in Boston, and in 1878 she added to her other 
duties the responsibilities of State Presi- 
dent of the Illinois W. C. T. U. On the 
death of her brother, Oliver A. Willard, in 


| 1879, she succeeded him as editor of the 


Chicago Evening Post. The national Pres- 
idency of the W. C. T. U., which she took 
in the same year, placed her at the head of 
the largest society ever organized, con- 
trolled, and conducted exclusively by 
women. 

In 1880 Miss Willard was *the President 
of the American commission which placed 
the portrait of Mrs. Rutherford B. Hayes 
in the White House as a testimonial to her 
example as a total abstainer while she was 
the mistress of the President's mansion. 


0 In the Prohibition Party. 


In 1882 other honors came to her through 
her selection to the Executive committee of 
the Prohibition party, which she helped to 
found. She was one of those who nominated 
John P. St. John of Kansas for President of 
the United States at the National Prohibi- 
tion convention in Pittsburg. She made the 
tour of the Southern States in 1883 and intro- 
duced and founded broadcast in that region 
the Woman's Christian Temperance union 
for the cause of gospel temperance, total ab- 
stinence, prohibition of the sale of alcoholic 
drinks, and the ballot for women. She trav- 
eled 30,000 miles that year, visiting every 
State and Territory. 

In the same year she founded the World’s 
Christian Temperance union. Five years 
later she was elected President of the Amer- 
ican branch of the International Council cf 
Women. In 1886 she accepted the leader- 
ship of the White Cross movement in her 
unions. Through her influence the cause 
obtained recognition by statute in several 
States in the union. 

Miss Willard gave the National W. C. T. 
U. its motto— For God and Home and Na- 
tive Land.” She used her remarkable pow- 
ers of analyeis in classifying the society’s 
forty departments of work under the heads 
of Prevention, Educational, Evangelistic, 
Social, Legal, and Organizing. In 1887 she 
was elected to the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in 1889 
she was chosen to the Ecumenical Council 
of the same church. : 


Her Work in Literature. 
As a writer she held a foremost place. 
Among her better known books are Nine- 


teen Beautiful Years,” Mints and Helps |

in Temperance Work,” “ Women and Tem- 
perance,“ How to Win,” “Woman in the 
Pulpit,” “Glimpses of Forty Years; the 
Autobiography of an American Woman.” 
She had long been the guiding mind and 
chief contributor to the Union Signal, the 
organ of the W. C., T. U., and was for years 
associated with Joseph Cook as editor of 
Our Day. 

Miss Willard by hosts of her admirers 
was long ago dubbed the “ uncrowned 
Queen of America,” and they failed not to 
noint out that from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific there was no more typical or influ- 
ential woman than she. How genuine has 
been the admiration for her personality and 
her work has been exemplified in the fact 
that throughout the country children’s tem- 


| perance societies celebrate her birthday an- 
niversary (Sept. 28) as a Harvest Home.” 


. Crisis of Her Life. 

Miss Willard passed through perhaps the 
severest crisis of her life during the last six 
months. With continually ling health, 
she found the demands u her time and 
strength steadily increasing. The climax 
came when she was called upon to face hos- 
tile criticism within the ranks of the W. C. 
T. U. itself at the world’s and national con- 
ventions at Toronto and Buffalo last fall. 

The experience was new to the temperance 
leader. For seventeen years successively 
she had been reé#lected President of the 
National W. C. T. U. without so much as 
a breath of opposition, and had grown ac- 
customed to see the measures she advocated 
adopted as a matter of course. The State 
conventions had given warning of the ap- 
proaching storm and she collected her 
strength to meet it. She was victorious, but 
the isolation in which she found herself at 


the national convention deeply affected her 


mind and spirit. She resolutely faced the 
new conditions, but with a different temper. 

Some say her heart was broken when she 
found the other National W. C. T. U. lead- 
ers, without exception, arrayed against her 
ond her policies. 

Leaving aside minor question, two great 
issues cleft the white-ribboners in twain at 
the two big conventions. 


Trials at Toronto. 


When the W. C. T. U. hosts met in Toronto 
for the world’s convention every one was 
asking what position the white ribboners 
would take toward Lady Henry Somerset’s 
open defense of the so-called cantonment 
acts for the regylation of the health and 
morals of the British army in India. Miss 
Willard was known to be prepared with a 
lecture on A4 White Life for Two,” and 
curiosity was aroused to the keenest pitch 
to find out how she would square her known 
views upon the subject of social relations 
with her equally well known friendship for 
Lady Henry. 

The controversy had raged in the Amer- 
ican W. C. T. U. press, and every issue of the 
national organ for months had contained let- 
ters demanding that Miss Willard should 
speak out. As the convention dates ap- 
proached these demands grew louder, and 
criticism of the national President became 
more and more bitter. Insinuations that 
Miss Willard was the pensioner of Lady 
Henry to the amount of $5,000 a year ap- 
peared in the secular press and temperance 
organs. 

A vigorous faction at the Toronto gath- 
ering announced an intention of censuring 
Lady Henry, who held the position of 
world’s Vice President. Under the con- 
stitution of the world’s convention the del- 
egates are wholly ornamental, as far us 
action is concerned, and the Executive 
committee reflected Lady Henry. Miss 
Willard repudiated the position of her 


| friend, but exerted her utmost influence to 


prevent a word of personal ensure ot Lady 
Henry from appearing in the resolutions. 
She did not deny her financial obligation to 
Lady Henry, but said it was nothing like 


$5,000 a year. 
Issue on Temple Debt. 


The paramount issue at Buffalo, where the 
national convention was held immediately 
afterwards, was the crushing Temple de. 
‘which was sapping the energies of the White 
Ribboners and absorbing the revenues and 
which still remained as large as ever after 
about $250,000 had been collected from the 
women and children of the United States. 
The question was whether the Temple should 
be given up. Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, who 
had issued her personal notes for 88300, 000 
and called them Temple trust bonds, had 
been receiving her share of criticism, and 
several State conventions had developed a 
determination to attempt the repudiation 
of the whole Temple scheme at the Buffalo 
meeting. 

The national officers remained non-com- 
mittal until the day of the Temple debate.

Elaborate Preparations for Burial. 

Very elaborate preparations were made for 
the interment of the dead.

WARNINGS SENT IN BY SIGSBEE. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—

the explosion of the Maine. When the news 
was first brought to him he was horrified 
at the awful loss of life, and being naturally 
ef a deeply sympathetic nature found it 

. t to control his emotions. When the 
ect of the shock had worn away the Presi- 
gent began to consider the outcome of the 
Adele affair, and from the general tone of 
his conversation today rather than from 
bat he said the impression gained ground 
ghat he was contemplating some serious step 
fn regard to Cuba. Everything now hangs 
en the result of the investigation by the 
Board of Inquiry, which was designated to- 
day. If the Maine was blown up by an out- 
side force, the fleet will be ordered to Cuban 
waters without a moment’s hesitation. It 
makes no difference whether the explosion 
was caused’ by Spanish officers or by some 
irresponsible enthusiast. 

The mere fact that an American ship 

cannot safely remain in the harbor of Ha- 

+ Vana when once demonstrated will be a 
sufficient excuse for the immediate presence 
of an entire fleet, which will make the harbo 
safe at all hazards. This is the line o 
policy now indicated by those nearest the 
President. No positive evidence has been 
received tbat the explosion was the result 

. ofany hostile act. On the other hand, there 
is not the slightest bit more evidence to 
-show that it was the result of an accident. 
The Maine was in a harbor which is ad- 
mitted to be protected by submarine mines 
and torpedoes. It was surrounded by a hos- 
tle population.

Responsibility of the Spaniards. 
Experts at the State department are at a 
Oss to determine what would be the respon- 
sibility of the Spanish government in case it 
should be demonstrated that the Maine was 
blown up by some irresponsible person. 
Should that be proved, the consequences 
woule certainly be that this country would 
mmediately take possession of Cuba and the 
question of monetary damages would be lost 
— of. As a matter of internatiopal law, 

Owever, the principle is rather well estab- 
lished that a nation must use due diligence 
to protect the lives and property of foreign- 
ers. On this lies the whole practice of exact- 
ing indemnities. If it could be shown that 
Spain blew up the Maine, nothing but war 
could result. If a crank or private citizens 
were responsible for the explosion, and it 
could be shown that the local government in 
Havana was either weak or indifferént, and 
could or might have prevented the disaster, 
this country would have good grounds fora 
claim for the value of the ship and the usual 
indemnity for the heirs of the dend. 

There is no international court to which 
such disputes can be referred, so that the 
payment of such a claim would probably 
rest upon the vigor with which thig coun- 
try pressed it. The United States has fre- 
quently paid claims for indemnity for the 
results of riots where the local authorities 
were at fault, but contributary negligence 
is always necessary to be shown. It is said 
that if a submarine mine had accidentally 
exploded and blown up the Maine Spain 
would still be responsible, as the port 
officers are presumed to direct foreign ships 
and particularly war vessels to safe anchor- 
ages, and no berth directly over a mine or 
torpedo could be considered safe. Thus far 
the officials are not concerning themselves 
mueh about the question of money dam- 
ages, for, they say, the facts which would 
justify such a claim would justify bombard- 
ing Havana without more ado. 


Wild Rumors Are Afloat. 


All evening and late into the night of- 
ficilals and newspaper correspandents have 
been bombarded with telegrams asking for 
confirmation of the wildest rumors. A 
story has been set afloat that Congress was 
holding a special session, with the Presi- 
dent occupying his room at the Capitol, so 
as to declare war on a minute's notice. The 
facts are that this afternoon, when the 
bankruptcy bill was under discussion in 
the House there were times when not twen- 
ty-five members were in their seats. There 
has been a tacit understanding in Congress 
that there must be an investigation of the 
accident, and that nothing can be done 
until its results are made known, however 
galling the suspense. Probably two-thirds 
of the members of Congress and an equal 
proportion of officials believe the explosion 
originated outside of the ship, but neither 
here nor in Havana is there any evidence 
one way or another, and the private citi- 
izen in Chicago is about as well qualified 
to form an opinion as a Congressman in 
Washington. 

The unfortunate feature of the whole af- 
fair is that in the opinion of many well 
informed officials the destruction of the 
whole forward part of the battleship was 
probably so complete that no investigation 
by divers or wreckers will be able to de- 
termine the cause of the explosion beyond 
a reasonable doubt. There will be in all 
probability two investigations, one by the. 
local authorities and the other by the Naval 
board. 

Spain Will Call It an Accident. 


The Spanish inquiry is certain to result 
in a finding of accident, and if the Naval 
board finds the contrary there will be noth- 
ing for the two nations to do but to fight 
it out, as they will have their people be- 
hind them. It is known that the difficulty 
of determining the cause has given the 
President great anxiety, for he foresees 
that even if an official board should pro- 
nounce in favor of an accident a great pro- 
portion of the people would still believe 
in Spanish treachery, while if the board of 
inquiry fails to render a decisive verdict, 
the effect on the country will be still worse. 
‘There is now no doubt of the fact that 
orders have been sent to Admiral Sicard 
at Key West to concentrate his fleet quietly 
but speedily and have the whole squadron 
ready for active service at a moment's no- 
tice. This is a necessary measure of pre- 
caution and the orders for it were sent im- 
mediately after those providing for the 
wrecking and diving crews. At midnight all 
was quiet at the White House and the 
Navy department. The officials were all 
tired with their long vigils and the Presi- 
dent went to bed earlier than usual, hav- 
ing been nearly exhausted with the ter- 
rible strain of the last two days. He left 
orders to be called in case of any develop- 
ments, but expressed the opinien that mat- 
ters would now quiet down rapidly, pend- 
ing some authoritative report on the cause 


of the explosion. 
WILL AWAIT THE INQUIRY. 


Government Settles Back 


Into a Policy of Expectancy 
for the Present.

Spanish naval officers and engineers make 
many scientific surmises as to the causes of 
the explosion, most of them inclining to 
believe that fire originated either in the 
combustible depot or the dynamo boiler, 
while others attribute it to the explosives 
which all men-of-war now carry. 


Sagasta Talks of the Disaster. 


I have seen Sagasta today, who authorized 
me to telegraph the following verbal state- 
ment: We were grieved and painfully 
surprised by the catastrophe to the Maine, 
and felt it doubly because the sad occur- 


rence took place in our waters. We cannot 


torpedo boats, the Cushing and the Ericsson, 
are at Key West, and these have not been or- 
dered, and will not be ordered, according to 
present plans, to Cuba. It was strongly as- 
serted that no present purpose existed of 
sending any warship there. 

The air of suppressed excitement which 
characterized the movement of the employés 
and visitors at the White House yesterday 
was not noticeable today. There were com- 
paratively few visitors during the morning 
hours and for a considerable time in the 
middle of the day the White House bore an 
almost deserted apearance. Only a limited 
number of members of Congress called dur- 
ing the morning and the interviews were 


brief. 
Quiet at the White House. 


Postmaster General Gary was the only 
member of the Cabinet who called, and his 
business related entirely to departmental 
matters. Assistant Secretary Day saw the 
President for a few minutes, but he had 
nothing of importance to communicate until 
after 4 o'clock, when he carried to the White 
House official information of the closing of 
the De Lome letter incident. So far as could 
‘be learned, the only information as to the 
situation in Havana that reath the Presi- 
dent direct came through the Associated 
Press. On the streets there was noticeably 
less excitement than yesterday, when the 
people were loath to believe that under the 
circumstances the loss of the Maine could be 
traced to other than Spanish sources. 

All the flags throughout the city, includ- 
ing those on the Capitol and the depart- 
ment buildings, are flying at half mast to- 
day, and among others is conspicuous that 
of Cuba Libre,“ which flies from the staff 
on the Hotel Raleigh, the headquarters of 
the Cuban Junta. 

Committee to Go to Havana. 

Yesterday Captain Sigsbee suggested to 
the Navy department through the Com- 
mander at Key West that it would be well to 
detail a lighthouse tender or some such 
smali craft to watch over the wreck of the 
Maire. As the upper works are above water 
in places and much valuable property is 
thus expjosed, the department has acted 
upon the suggestion and has authorized one 
of the vessels now at Havana, the Mangrove 
probably, to be used for the purpose. It is 
said at the department that the naval court 
of inquiry which is to investigate the dis- 
aster, can scarcely assemble for the work 
at Havana before next Monday. Lieutenant 
Commander Marix, who left Washington 
at 11 o'clock this morning, can hardly 
reach Key West before tne end of the week, 
and as the board must prepare itself for the 
work before leaving Key West a day is little 
enough for that and the transportation to 
Havana. It is not yet known where the 
board will hold its sessions at Havana, as 
this detail has been left for Admiral Sicard 
to fix. It may be called at one of the hotels 
or perhaps on board the Ward line steamer, 
the Tender Fern, or the coast survey steam- 
er Bache. 

The Navy department authorizes a denial 
of the statement attributed to Captain Sigs- 
bee that he recommended to the deparment 
before he sailed for Havana that no other 
ship than the Maine be sent to Havana be- 
cause the harbor was too dangerous owing 
to the number of torpedoes planted in the 
bottom. 

As a matter of fact, Captain Sigsbee had 
not the slightest hint given him that his 
ship was to be selected, for the visit twelve

Later came a report that the vessel was 
not Spanish, but the cruiser Brooklyn. 
The correspondent, however, insists that 
the vessel reported by him carried the colors 
of Spain. 

At midnight a dispatch was received from 
Asbury Park saying the warship had not 
been sighted from that point. 

At 9:10 o’clock Captain Van Brunt of the 
Deal Lake life-saving station sighted a 
large steamer going north. It was utterly 
impossible to determine the character of the 
vessel. 

Arrangements have been made to welcome 
the Vizcaya with all the ceremony and 
courtesy demanded by naval etiquette. 


Will Take No chances. 


‘The Navy department is taking no chances 
to have anything happen to the Vizcaya 
while she is in this harbor. All the neces- 
sary precautions are being taken to prevent 
a similar accident: to the one that hap- 
pened to the Maine. Lieutenant Alex Sharp 
of the Navy department was at police hcad- 
quarters tonight, and explained he came 
from Washington. 

**We want to afford all the protection we 
can to the Vizcaya,’ said the Lieutenant, 
as far as the navy is concerned, all the 
necessary arrangements have been made. 
We have two of the biggest navy yard tugs 
ready. There are marines from the barracks 
aboard, and the tugs will take care of the 
Vizcaya. We will accompany the warship 
and see it to its anchorage, and we will keep 
the tugs in the immediate vicinity of the 
Spaniard.

SPANISH. FEARS FOR VIZCAYA. 


Over the Visit of the Cruiser to 
New York Following on the 
: Maine Disaster

Madrid, Feb. 17.—{Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. I— Great anxiety is felt here over 
the visit of the cruiser Vizcaya to New 
York, following so close upon the mysterious 
destruction of the Maine. The government 
last night cabled cipher instructions for the 
commander of the Vizcaya to the Spanish 
Legation at Washington. These orders will 
be communicated to the commander of the 
cruiser immediately on its arrival at New 
York, and possibly before it actudlly en- 
ters the harbor. 

After a consultation at the Foreign Of- 
fice the government decided to imitate the 
example set by the United States when 
Spain lost the cruiser Rejna Regente. One 
of the first messages of condolence then 
came from the President and the State de- 
partment. Therefore the Minister of For-

forget the sympathy shown us by America 
when we lost our cruiser Reina Regente, 

and our Minister of Marine conveyed truly 
yesterday to General Woodford the con- 
dolence of the Spanish navy. Our repre- 
sentative at Washington will convey to the 
American government the sympathy of our 
sovereign nation and government, and you 
may have noticed how general and sincere 
has been the friendly attitude of our press 
in commenting upon this unfortunate catas- 
trophe. I feel confident this and the equally 
friendly conduct of the authorities and peo- 
ple at Havana will go a great way to con- 
vince America that we sympathize with her 
mourning for the gallant crew and officers 
of the Maine. We have heartily approved 

the conduct of the military, naval, and 

colonial authorities at Havana, whose spon- 
taneous efforts to alleviate the disaster 
have drawn the official thanks of Consul 
Lee and the commander of the Maine. The 

Town Council of Havana has offered to 

cover all expenses of the funeral and burial 

of the 258 men and two officers tomorrow. 

Indeed, I do not apprehend any trouble with 

our relations with America. I am firmly 
persuaded this purely accidental catas- 

trophe will, if possible, make them elorer, 
and cement them by sympathy. I cannot 

give you any fresh details on the origin of 

the accident, but am able to state that all 

sources of information, Spanish and for- 

eign, are unanimous in attributing it to an 

explosion in the interior of the vessel sim- 

ilar to those which occurred in the American 

warship Cincinnati and several vessels of 

European powers in the last four years.“ 

I may add that Sagasta spoke with much 
‘earnestness, seeming naturally much an- 
noyed that such an event should occur just 
when, to use his own words, “ the Ambas- 
sadorial incident had been so satisfactorily 
terminated.“ 

Weyler Expresses His Opinion. 
iSPECIAL CABLE.] 

Madrid, Feb. 17.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—General Weyler, now in Bar- 
celona, left this afternoon for the Balearic 
Islands. Weyler says he feels sure the 
Maine disaster was due to some neglect 
of its officers.

Queen Regent Is Sorry.

Madrid, Feb. 17.—The Queen Regent pre- 
sided at a Cabinet meeting today. The sub- 
ject chiefly discussed was the loss of the 
battleship Maine. The Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Sefior Gullon, read a dispatch on 
the subject from Washington, and the 
Queen Regent expressed sorrow at the ca- 
tastrophe. 

El Liberal, commenting today on the loss 
of the Maine, says: 

Such a catastrophe to humanity claims 
indefeasible rights, and the rancors of 
politics are silenced. Every great calamity 
brings home to the two peoples, divided 
though they be by animosity and rivalry, 
that they belong to one and the same fam- 
ily. Our noble-hearted nation, seeing the 
victims of the Maine, forbears to think of Its 
differences with the United States. Tomor- 
row it will return to the defense of its rights 
against all. But for today it feeis only sin- 
cere and loyal compassion for the immense 
misfortune. Happy indeed were the Span- 
iards, who, by saving the lives of the crew 
of the Maine at the risk of their own, were 
thus enable to prove, the sentiments of all 
Spaniards and the traditions of Spain.

But today let us pass the sword which we

SPAIN STILL OFFERING BRIBES. 


Surrender of the Insurgent Leader Ca- 
poto Said to Have Been Suc-

Havana, Feb. 17, via Key West.—General 
Pando and the former insurgent General 
Juan Ramires have left here fore Puerto 
del Padre on the northwest coast of Cuba 
to await the surrender of the insurgent lead- 
er Capoto, with 400 men, and of another 
leader with his followers, according to the 
Spanish story. It is added that this party 
was about to surrender while General Wey- 
ler was Captain General. General Garrich 
had left the town to meet Capoto and the 
others, it is further stated, but owing to 
the repeated invasions’”’ of General Ca- 
lixto Garcta and the seizure of Tunas, Gen- 
eral Garrich has been unable to carry out his 
plans, and General Blanco called the inter- 
ested parties to the palace in December 
and ordered them to renew their work.“ 
Continuing, the Spanish report says that 
on Saturday the Captain General received 
a cable dispatch from Santiago de Cuba 
2 him that the affair “was set- 

The Spaniards claim it will be necessary 
to build a large number of houses to shelter 
the 800 families who will be thrown upon 
the government’s hands after the surrender 
takes place. General Pando is reported to 
have taken $50,000 with him, and the sup- 
position is that the money is to be used in 
connection with the surrender. 

Dr. Congosto, the Secretary General of 
Cuba, is credited with the statement that 
he has bribed several members of the New 
York Cuban Junta. Several letters are said 
to have been addressed to Mendez Capoto 
offering him @ seat in the Cuban Cabinet 
and a sum of money besides. These letters 
are said to have been sent out by seevral 
lawyers of Havana. , 

Finally, the Spaniards say that the insur- 
gent Colonel Lorento of Pinar del Rio was 
about to surrender; and when General Go- 
mez became aware of the fact he formed a 
council of war. It is further stated that 
Lorento will be shot if his treason is proved. 


WANT THE CUBAN WAR STOPPED 


Members of the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce Propose to Take 
- Action. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 17.—-[ Special. To- 
morrow morning a resolution will be intro- 
duced on "Change demanding that Presi- 
dent McKinley take immediate steps to end 
the war in Cuba. The requisite twenty- 
five signatures were obtained on Thursday 
afternoon by J. J. Hooker and others, The 
resolution will declare that all diplomatic 
negotiations with Spain are futile, that au- 
tonomy ts a failure, that McKinley is, there- 
fore, pledged to take action, that commer- 
cial reasons alone are sufficient to justify 
intervention, and that the Chamber of 
Commerce in the name of humanity de- 
mands that hostilities cease. 

An effort was made to keep the intention 
of the chamber a secret until Friday. 

The phraseology of the resolution is un- 
usually strong and uncomp ising. It is 
rumored that an indignation meeting to ob- 
tain similar expressions to be sent to Wash- 
ington is contemplated. It is said that many 
prominent Cincinnati orators have pledged

Everybody was waiting 
to hear what Mahoney had to say and after 
Berry had concluded Senator Landrigan 
Landed him some pretty hard questions to 
answer. Then Mahoney got the floor and 
began to say that the duty he was about to 
perform was the most painful that has ever 
devolved upon him since he became @ mem- 
ber of the General Assembly. 

Presently Mahoney began to warm up ahd 
said the Democrats had no acquaintance 
with the present Mayor of Chicago. Mayor 
Harrison was discovered by designing poli- 
ticlans. He had been reared in luxury 
and was surrounded by wealth so vast in 
its amount that his grandchildren would 
never be able to use it up and not a dollar of 
which was ever earned by his energy. 


Mahoney Attacks Harrison. 


Itter a few words between Mahoney and 
Landrigan the Cook County member said 
that Harrison had been elected Mayor be- 
cause he said he was a silver Democrat.

Revenue Bill Is Amended. 


A joint committee took up the revenue bill 
again today. It struck out some drastic 
provisions in section 15 so as to make the 
section read as follows: 

“ Section: 15~The Assessor shall require 
every person to make, sign, and swear to 
the schedule provided for by this act. It 
any person shail refuse,.neglect, of fail to 
make the schedule herein required, or to 
subscribe and swear to the same, the As- 
sessor shall list the property of such person 
according to his best knowledge, informa- 
tion, and judgment at its fair cash value, 
and shall add to the valuation of such list 
2 * equal to 50 per cent of such valua- 


“Whoever in making such schedule shall 
willfully swear falsely in any material mat- 
ter shall be guilty of perjury and punished 
accordingly.’’ 

Section 16 was amended so as to punish 
an Assessor who is neglecting his duty by 
fine and not imprisonment. 

All kinds of propositions were made and 
voted down by the committee. The matter 
will be taken up in the House in the morn- 
ing provided there are enough members here. 
So far as can be learned at this writing not 
a single Democrat will support it. Even 
MeLauchlan, who is.on the committee, says 
he will not vote for it. A half dozen Re- 
publican members of the House are still 
absent from the city. Nohe came in to- 
night. He has been quite fll and confined to 
his bed. He says if the Republicans get 
76 votes without him he will go over to the 
State House and vote for it. Nohe was 
promised a place on the Conference com- 
mittee. Speaker Curtis made the promise, 
but Murdock got the place. 

The Republican Steering committee is still 
telegraphing the absentees to be here in 
the morning. Speaker Curtis seems to think 
the bill will go through the House without 
any trouble, because he claims he has as- 
surances.that all the Republicans will be 
here in the morning.

The Republicans propose to pass the police 
commission bill in the Senate and send it 
over to the House tomorrow. Senator 
Dwyer says there are not enough votes in 
the House to pass it. This is extremely 
doubtful. The Democrats will not stand for 
it, and there are twenty-five or thirty Re- 
publicans who swear they never will vote 
for it, caucus or no caucus. If thé revenue 
bill should get out of the way the legisla- 
tors would soon leave Springfield. It would 
be Impossible to get a quorum here. Noone 
need be surprised if this Legislature runs 
until the last of next week and that in the 
meantime the school tax bill is passed.

The police commission bill was sent to 
third reading in the Senate this afternoon 
and probably will be passed by that body 
in the morning. Senator McCloud offered an 
amendment attaching a referendum clause 
to the bill, but it was tabled on a vive voce 
vote. Senator Mahoney offered an amend- 
ment for the reinstatement of the police- 
men who have been discharged from active 
service and placed in the pension roll. This 
amendment was adopted. Then Senator 
Mahoney offered an amendment allowing 
the Judges of the Circuit Court to appoint 
the Police Commissioners instead of the 
Governor, It was tabled by a vote of 21 
yeas to 6 nays.

The 
bill was then advanced to third reading. 

Senatog Campbell called up the bill chang- 
ing the ratio of percentage in Cook County 
so as to give 2% per cent to building and 
an equal amount to educational purposes. 
It was read a third time and passed by a 
vote of 34 yeas to no nays. The bill was 
sent over to the House and sent to second 
reading without reference on motion of 
Fred Busse.

C. Silwerthorn as Judge of the Sixteenth 
Judieial Circuit in place of Judge Bardeen, 
who has been raised to the Supreme bench. 
In making this appointment Governor Sco- 
field has taken the greatest step ever taken 
by an Executive of this State toward free- 
ing the judiciary from the bias of partisan 
politics. 

Judge Silverthorn was the nominee of the 
Silver Democrats for the Governorship in 
the last campaign. There were a number 
of party politicians who opposed his ap- 
polntment on purely political grounds, but 
Governor Scofield would not listen to any 
such objections.

Boston Jury Gives Edwin Bates a Ver- 
dict of $1,500 Against the 
Play Writer. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—Charles 
H. Hoyt, the playwright, who is the de- 
fendant in a suit on trial in the Superior 
Civil Court brought by Edwin Bates, mu- 
slclan and publisher, for $10,000 damages 
for slander, defamation of character, and 
assault, must pay Bates $1,500. This is the 
verdict of the jury tonight. Mr. Hoyt testi- 
fied in his own behalf this afternoon, He 
admitted he had used some of the phrases 
alleged, but with the reservation that he had 
qualified the use of them.

St. Louis River and Business Men Op- 
pose Another Structure Across 
the Mississippi. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 17.~—[Special.]—The 
third ridge project is meeting with — 
erable opposition. Many rivermen are claim- 
ing it would necessarily be a dangerous ob- 
struction to navigation, and its construction 
should not be permitted, especially as the two 
bridges now spanning the Mississippi fur- 
nish ample means to facilitate interstate 
commerce. 

The commission appointed by the War de- 
partment to hear testimony in the matter 
met at the Southern Hœtel today, and is com- 
posed of Lieutenant Colonel Amos Stickney, 
Major Thomas H. Handbury, and Captain 
Frederick Abbott, with First Lieutenant 
Charles Keller as recorder. 

There were present forty or fifty persons 
representing various interests connected 
with the building of the bridge. Among them 
were: Ex-Congressman Forman, Mayor 
Stephens, and City Controller Kirk of East 
St. Louis; Henry C. Haarstick, Professor 
C. M. Woodward, James A. Reardon, City 
Controller Sturgeon, and Chief Engineer Tul- 
loch of this city. Advocates of the proposed 
bridge exhibited the plans of the structure 
and spoke of the great benefit to commerce 
its construction would be. Henry C. Haar- 
stick of the Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion was outspoken in opposition, while Pro- 
fessor Woodward. who appeared in behalf of 
the river interests, read a report of his ex- 
amination of the plans and proposed location 
of the bridge. In one respect, he declared, 
the plans were fatally obscure, and in an- 
other respect were not in compliance with 
the law. He argued that the bridge which 
had been planned would be dangerous to 
navigation and subversive of the commercial 
interests of the river. The hearing was con- 
tinued to Friday morning.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A decrease in the annual premium receipts of a 
majority of the companies doing business in this 
State is noticed in the annua! reports for 1897 filed 
with the Insurance department. Ninety out of 
149 companies whose reports have been filed falled 
to do as much business last year as during the 
previous twelve months. 
causes for the decrease is attributed to the many 
new companies which entered the fleld in 1897. 
The concerns which were licensed by the Insur- 
ance Commissioner and which made a full or par- 
tlal report of the business done in the State for the 
year are: Aachen & Munich, Baloise, Erie of 
Buffalo, German of Indiana, German Alliance, 
Lafayette, Law Union and Crown, Lincoln, Mag- 
deburg, «Netherlands, Northern of New York, 
Southern of Louisiana, and State of Philadelphia. 
These companies secured a fair share of the busi- 
ness. A few of them were admitted late in the 
year and their report covers only a comparatively 
brief period. The increase of the business of fifty- 
nine companies was not particularly large in 
individual instance.

ORDINANCES ARE EVADED 


All Records Broken with Alder- 


man Barry’s Company. 


GARBAGE CONDITION IS BAD. 


Commissioner McGann to Have Re- 
ports on Contractors. 


GENERAL GOSSIP OF CITY HALL. 


The bill for Alderman Barry’s tug compa- 
ny for the month of January was checked up 
in the City Hall yesterday. It amounted to 


$3, 600. The bill for December was 
$2,625, a total for the two months 
of $6,225. This is the largest bill 


for two consecutive months ever paid 
by the city, although they were the two 
mildest months in temperature since tugs 
have been used by the city for winter harbor 


device. 


Two city ordinances were evaded when 
Mayor Harrison gave this contract for tug 
work to the Independent Tug company. One 
provides that no Alderman shall be inter- 
ested in any city contract. To get around 
this Alderman Barry nominally withdrew 
from his position of secretary for the com- 
pany. The other law is that all contracts 
for more than $500 shall be let to the lowest 
bidder. 

No bids were asked for this contract and 
when other tug companies offered them, the 
Mayor refused to consider them. The con- 
tract was given to Alderman Barry’s com- 
pany without any competition being invited. 


‘This was in November and twice since then 


the matter has been called to the attention 
of the Commissioner of Public Works and 
both times he has promised competition 
would be invited. Nothing has been done, 
however, and the Independent company is 
still doing the work and charging more for 
it than the city ever vaid before. 

As Commissioner McGann has always ac-_ 
knowledged that the existing contract is 
Illegal, no one doubts but that he is re- 
strained from complying with the law by 
the Mayor. It is a known fact that Alder- 
man Barry has voted as the Mayor wished 
eince this contract was given to the Inde- 
pendent Tug company. 

Instead of waiting till the end of the month 
and then presenting the bill, the tug com- 
pany puts in separate bills during the month 
whenever its account with the city ap- 
proaches the $500 mark. During Decem- 
ber, for instance, six bills were presented. 
One was for $444, one for $369, one for $491.50, 
one for $406.50, one for $441.50, and one for 
$472.50. The bill paid was the total one of 
$2,625 at the end of the month, but the ac- 
counts were so manipulated as to show six 
different entries, each one of which was 
below $500. In this manner the claim is 
made that the law demanding an advertise- 
ment of all contracts cver $500 has not been 
violated. 

When attention was first drawn to the 
fact that the contract had. been given to 
Alderman Barry’s company without compe- 
tition, the claim was made that under the 
old system of letting the contract at a fixed 
figure a month, when the weather was mild 
and no tugs were needed, the city had to 
pay for service it did not receive. 

The city never paid so much for tug 
service as it has under these illegal con- 
tracts. The average coniract price was, 
when bids were invited, $2,400 a month, and 
the average for two months this year is 
$3,112. 

In 1893 the contract was let by ptecewogk 
instead of so much a month and the March 
pill for that year was $4,662. It was ex- 
tremely severe weather that month, how- 
ever, and tugs were busy night and day pro- 
tecting the cribs from‘ ice. The month be- 
‘fore was mild and the bill was only $445, an 
average of $2,330 for the two months. Last 
month was fully as miid as February of 1893, 


when the bill was $445, yet the bill was 


600. 
Garbage Contractors Dilatory. 

Commissioner McGann awoke to the fact 
yesterday that the new garbage contractors 
have not been doing any better work than 
the old ones. They went to work heartily 
enough, but had hardly begun when the 
decision in the McDona!d case came, declar- 
ing the five year part of their contracts ille- 
gal, and since then they have shown little 
interest in the three months’ work which 
vas left them. Garbage has been allowed to 
accumulate and boxes in some parts of the 
city are in a worse condition thanever. The 
Commissioner instructed Superintendent 
Fitzsimmons to secure reports from his in- 
spectors of the shortcomings of the con- 
tractors and threatens, when they are in, to 
inflict fines with a liberal hand. 

Superintendent Fitzsimmons of the Street 
ond Alley Cleaning bureau sent out notice 
yesterday that all persons trying to sell gar- 
bage boxes under the plea they were the only 
‘kind to be allowed by the city were frauds 
and asked the police to arrest them. The 
city requires only that they be metal and 
covered. 


Commission Voted Only $20,000. 


President Winston .went before the Fi- 
nance committee yesterday and said he did 
not see how the Civil Service commission 
could get through the year with less than 
$60,000, but the committee voted to reduce 
the appropriation for the commission to 
$20,000. As $12,000 of this will go for salaries 
cf the three Commissioners and the secre- 
tary, it is difficult to see how the commission 
is going to do anything on the sum allowed, 
especially as it has some debts to pay. Con- 
troller Waller promised later. howeverghe 
would see to it the commission was given 
considerably more than the Finance commit- 
tee had voted it. 

Ctyil Service Commissioner Lindblom de- 
clared himself yesterday as opposed to any 
change in the rules whereby the recent act- 
ing Captains of Police c2n be shoved through 
into Lieutenancies, as had been contemplat- 
ed by the friends of the Star-leaguers. In 
order to accomplish this it would be neces- 
sary to change the rule that an officer must 
serve a year in a rank before he could be 
promoted and Commissioner Kraus was im- 
portuned to do this before he resigned. He 
refused and the Star-leaguers looked for 
better luck from his successor, but were dis- 
appointed. 


JUDGE JAMES GOGGIN IS ILL. 


Confined to His House, 408 Superior

the stomach. He was advised by his physi- 
cian to take a complete rest for at least 
two weeks. He was planning to go to Colo- 
rado, but increasing weakness compelled 
him to remain at home. He has been in 
falling health for several months. 

The rumor Judge Goggin would resign his 
place or that he would not sit as Judge dur- 
ing the remaining months of his term was 
not confirmed at the Court-House.

CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN’S ATTI- 
TUDE WORRIES WESTERN ROADS. 


Position in the Fight with the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf Taken te 
Indicate a Traffic Alliance and Per- 
haps Consolidation — How Local 
Packers View the Situation—Trans- 
fer of Montana Union Rumored—Re- 


duced Rates for Meetings. 


The attitude assumed by the Chicago 
Great Western in the fight of the Western 
roads with the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf is causing the latter’s connections more 
anxiety than the injunction suit that road 
has brought to compel them to continue 
making through tariffs with it. Every road 
which connects with the Pittsburg and Gulf, 
except the Chicago Great Western, declines 
to do any more through business with the 
former, and will insist upon full local rates 
on all interchange traffic. The Great West- 
ern alone sticks to the Pittsburg and Gulf, 
and refuses to join the other roads in their 
fight against that line. 

Its position in this matter is taken as an 
affirmation of the reports current for some 
time past that a traffic alliance has been 
formed between the Chicago Great Western 
and the Pittsburg and Gulf, and some people 
would not feel surprised if in the near future 
an outright consolidation of the two roads 
should be announced. The money for the 
construction of the Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf road, it is said, has been furnished 
by practically the same English capitalists 
who furnished the money which has put 
the Chicago Great Western on its feet. 


Review of the Situation. 


With the Chicago Great Western as an 
ally the Pittsburg and Gulf is in a position 
to defy its other connections and com- 
petitors. Although an injuncntion suit has 
been brought by the gulf road, yet Presi- 
dent Stilwell professes to care nothing about 
the boycott. He says that, notwithstand- 
ing it, his road is getting as much business 
as it can handle. Its earnings for the first 


eleven days of the current month were some 


$17,000 greater than for the corresponding 
period in the month previous. Traffic is in- 
creasing so rapidly that he has been com- 
pelled to order fifteen new locomotives. His 
road, he says, is out for as much traffic as 
it can handle, and means to get it in spite 
of all opposition. 

There gags be no doubt that the competi- 

tion of the Pittsburg and Guif is doing much 
harm to the Chicago-Misscouri River roads. 
It can make rates which none ofthe cther 
roads can touch. Its mileage from Kansas 
City to tidewater is shorter than the mile- 
age of any of the roads from Chicago to 
the Eastern seaboard, and, having its own 
steamship lines between Port Arthur and 
the continent, it can make whatever 
through rates it chooses, 
Chicago packers agree in saying that un- 
less the roads running east from Chicago 
make rates that will enab!e them to ship 
provisions from Chicago to the seaboard at 
as low a rate as the gulf road maker from 
Chicago to the gulf they will be compelled 
to remove their packing-house industries 
to Kansas City and Omaha. By extending 
its line from Kansas City to Omaha and to 
Iowa points and Quincy, III., the gulf road 
is able to invade the best territory that has 
heretofore been entirely tributary to Chi- 
cago. In connection with the Great West- 
ern it also finds a direct outlet 40 St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. 


To Transfer Montana Union. 


It is reported that the directors of the 
Union Pacific have decided to sell their 
road's half interest in the Montana Union 
to the Northern Pacific, which owns the 
other half interest. The Montana Union has 
been the connecting link between the Union 
Pacific terminus at Silver Bow and the 
Northern Pacific main line at Garrison. The 
transfer of the road, it is said, will make the 
Butte line the main road of the Northern 
Pacific, leaving Helena on a branch. It is 
also stated that the road will be extended to 
Anaconda and thence westward. 

Central Passenger association lines have 
agreed to grant for the spring meeting of 
the National Association of Merchants anid 
Travelers at Chicago a rate of one fare and 
a third for the round trip, on the certificate 
plan rule, from all points in Central Pas- 
senger association territory, with the under- 
standing that should 500 or more certificates 
be presented at each meeting a rate of one 
and one-fifth first-class fare will apply from 
other than joint traffic association points 
in Central Passenger association territory.

Hargrove Theosophists Mean 
Urs. Tingley’s Downfall. 


CALL HER A. DICTATOR. 


Declare School Autocrat Shall 
Not Rule Society. 


“ HOLY MASTERS” INVOLVED. 


Mrs. Katherine Tingley is in danger of 
being overthrown. At least all the Theoso- 
phists at the Palmer House who are backing 
ex-President E. T. Hargrove for reélection 
declare that Mrs. Tingley shall no longer 
set herself up as a.dictator, claiming the 
same implicit obedience from Theosophists 
generally that she receives from the oath- 
bound Eastern school” of which she is 
the outer head.“ 

The fourth annual convention of the The- 
osophists of America begins this morning 
in Handel Hall. The first thing on the pro- 
gram is the election of officers and there- 
with the joust between Mrs. Tingley and 
her opponents. Mrs. Tingley’s candidate is 
E. A. Neresheimer. The opposition, led by 
H. S. Spencer, has put up Mr. Hargrove as 
the Moses who will lead the hosts of Theoso- 
phy out of bondage. Mr. Spencer yesterday 
aftérnoon did not appear to have much faith 
in the success of the movement. He dis- 
claimed all responsibility for Mr. Hargrove’s 
candidacy. Mr. Hargrove himself, however, 
was confident and referred to Mr. Spencer 
as being his sponsor and the manager of 
his campaign. 

Mr. Neresheimer did not take Mr. Har- 
grove’s candidacy seriously. 


Neresheimer Is Not Worried. 

He said that Mr. Hargrove was not a can- 
didate because no one had nominated him. 
He is supported by Mr. Spencer and four 
or five others, I believe,“ said Mr. Neres- 
helmer, who may vote for him, but that 
will avail little against the 3,000 or 4,000 
other members of the society.“ Mr. Neres- 
heimer declared that he himself was not a 
candidate. However, I expect to be elect- 
ed,“ he said. This paradoxical situation Mr. 
Neresheimer refused to explain, but only 
repeated that Mrs. Tingley would not be dis- 
turbed in her reign. 

Mrs. Tingley was not visible during the 
afternoon, being engaged in a meeting in 
Parlor D. Two Theosophists stood guard at 
the door, and only those possessing the 
proper signals recognized by the mysterious 
Eastern school were admitted. The 
Hargrove faction caucused in Mr. Spencer's 
room, and a great air of mystery stalked 
about the corridors. 


Predictions of Disaster. 


Mrs. Tingley’s adherents repeat their old 

eclaration that if Mr. Hargrove is elected 
t means the disruption of the Theosophical 
society. If Mrs. Tingley is passed her sup- 
porters say it will also mean the passing 
of the masters,“ Morya and Koot-Homi, 
who are two Asiatics schooled in the lore 
of the Egyptians and of the wisdom-religion. 
They were discovered by Mme. Blavatsky 
and have been the source of much of the 
inspiration of the Theosophists of Amer- 
ica. 

Mrs. Tingley has met and talked with 
them, and her opponents say that since 
that time she has received no letters from 
them, indicating that they did not approve 
of her. Mrs. Tingley’s friends believe, how- 
ever, that the masters highly approve 
of her and that if she is overthrown by the 
society Morya and Koot-Homi will never 
speak to an American Theosophist again. 


History of “ Eastern School.”’ 
The Theosophical society as founded by 
Mme. Blavatsky is an open, autonomous, 
incorporated organization of about 150 
lodges or branches in the United States. 
Inside the society, but having no connection 
with it, is a school, also founded by Mme. 
Blavatsky on W. L. Judge’s idea, for such 
members as desire to study Eastern religions 
and literature. Its membership is limited, 
comprising only a minority of the society. 
The Eastern School is a secret, oath- 
bound organization, with grips, passwords, 
and hailing signs. It is governed by a teacher 
called the Outer Head,.“ who is really an 
autocrat. Absolute obedience is the only 
law or rule. In his will Judge provided for 
the comtinuance of the school under the 
teaching of Mrs. Tingley as the Outer 
Head.“ The fight is between the society and 
the school. 

Statements by Both Sides. 

Mr. Hargrove's adherents say that from 
the time Mrs, Tingley took charge of the 
school she has not only interfered with the 
work of the society, but that she has de- 
manded from the officers of the society who 
are members of the school the same absolute 
obedience, in society matters that she de- 
mands and receives in school matters. Mr. 
Hargrove resigned in disgust several months 


ago. 

„Mrs. Tingley holds no office in the 
Theosophical society,’’ said a Theosophist, 
** yet sets herself up as a dictator, because a 
large number of members have turned their 
minds and consciences over to her for safe 
keeping.“ 

The supporters of Mr. Neresheimer, or 
Mrs. Tingley, deny the alleged interference 
that led to Mr. Hargrove's resignation, but 
frankly assert that Mrs. Tingley, though 
only an individual member, is entitled to 
absolute control of the society—the same as 
she has of the school—if she wants it. Said 
one of the delegates: 

Mrs. Tingley represents Mme. Blavatsky 
and Judge. She must be obeyed and rever- 
enced as they were and are. More, she is 
the mouthpiece and selected agent of the 
holy masters. Her words are their words. 
— we would obey them, so we must obey 

er.“ 

About 200 delegates will attend the con- 
vention in Handel Hall this morning. It 
lasts two days.

“I wish to inform you that in your ab- 
sence this morning I stated to the other 
side that which I wish to state to you— 
that I have, as a lawyer, had the same ques- 
tion proposed to me, and gave an opinion 
to my chent as to whether a saloon could 
be located in the district referred to in this 
bill under the general laws of the City of 
Chicago. I at that time examined the laws 
in force in the Town of Cicero at the time 
the district was annexed to the City of Chi- 
cago, also the statute of the State of Iili- 
nois in relation to annexed territory and the 
ordinances of the City of Chicago; in fact, 
all laws and ordinances relating to the 
matter as far as I could ascertain them.”

Language of the Opinion. 


After quoting the provisions of the con- 
stitution and State laws referring to the 
public school system, the opinion proceeds: 

It therefore appears the appellee board is a 
corporation or quasi corporation created nolens 
volens by the general law of the State to aid 
in the administration of the State government, 
and is charged, as such, with duties purely gov- 


ernmental in character. 

It is simply an agency of the State. having ex- 
istence for the sole purpose of performing certain 
duties deemed necessary to the maintenance of 
an efficient system of free schools within the par- 
ticular locality in its jurisdiction. 

The State acts in its sovereign capacity, and 
does not submit its action to the judgment of 
courts, and is not liable for the torts or negligence 
of its agents, and a corporation crygated by the 
State as a mere agency for the m efficient ex- 
ercise of governmental functions is likewise ex- 
empted from the obligation to respond in dam- 
ages, as master, for negligent acts of its servants 
to the same extent as the State itself, unless such 
liability is expressly provided by the statute 
creating such agency. | 

The intestate of appellant and others engaged 
in the work of constructing school buildings must 
be regarded as the servants and agents of the 
State, and not of the city, and for that reason the 
doctrine of respondeat superior is not applicable 
against the city. 

The city, it is stated, in providing funds 
for the maintenance of the school system 
and in constructing school buildings is sim- 
ply performing a duty thrust upon it by the 
State laws, and not exercising a charter 
privilege. |

LAMB-DUNLOP CASE ON HEARING 


Witnesses Heard in the Effort to Settle 
the Estate of Mrs. Storey- 
Dunlop.
